Hatchery For Island. 

Wm. Sloan has been pressing upon the 
ministtv of marine and fisheries for some 
time tho necessity of establishing a new 
hatchery in his constituency. Hon. R. 
Prefontaine has-agreed to do so. The 
hatchery will be located at Uchuckteset, 
Alberni canal, west coast of Vancouver 
Island. The spawn will be secured from 
a nearby stream and distributed on the 
west coast of Vancouver Island. It will 
be stocked with sockeye* a* far as pos¬ 
sible, as they are not so abundant as 
cohoe*. The hatchery will b© of fifteen 
million capacity.

Petersburg, or* 
given in thia dispatch from Michael 
Davitt, the Irish, leader, to the Ameri¬ 
can, dated Moscow, January 31st: 

*'I arrived at Moscow this morning and 
almost hmuediatriy after my arrival re¬ 
ceived from the huuds of the correspond¬ 
ent at Yu 8 inay (2,260 mile* from here) 
the first interview granted by the great 
leader Tolstoi to any newspuper man, 
American or European, since the out¬ 
break of the prvveut crisis. 

“I have aeeu the Countess Tolstoi, who 
informs me that her husband is much up¬ 
set by the recant happenings in Russia. 
The reports that he is dangerously ill, 
that have been cabled, are not boru^ out 
by her statement, though he is far from 
well. Count Tolstoi’s statement to the 
correspondent ip as follows: 

” 'The news from St. Petersburg is 
shocking, but I have not as yet received 
a full account of the events. I have been 
inundated with telegrams from news- 
pa pet a and individuals all over the world 
requesting an expression of my views 
on these events, it is impossible to give 
an adequate answer to such an important 
question in a few words. Furthermore, 
I hove at different times expressed my 
views on such questions as of a people 
trying by force to better their condition. 
Under the inflmuce of recent events I 
have made sundry notes, which later 
will serve as the basis of a comprehen¬ 
sive article on the subject. 

" ‘The tenor of these notes is this: All 
governments, whether mouarchial, con¬ 
stitutional or republican, are nothing 
more than organised institutions, which, 
luemselve* being immune from punish¬ 
ment. have the power to punish uthers, 
to plunder nod to rob. Neither the 
working classes nor the intelligent 
clnsses of Russia are true exponents of 
the r«Md desires and needs of the people. 

** The programme which they submit 
to the government is not the programme 
of the people. The elementary measures 
wmch they demand of the government, 
such as freedom of person, freedom of 
speech and freedom of eon science, gfe, 
though essential conditions for a life of 
culture, do not touch the problem of the 
crying need of the people, which lies sole¬ 
ly In the nationalization and communism 
of land. On thi* point neither the work¬ 
ingmen nor the educated dames raise the 
cry, nor do we hear any such cry from 
the people of other lands, despite the ap¬ 
parent freedom of those countries. In 
other countries there exists the so-called 
pros*, but its fodopemlefrce Is only ap- 
nnrent We have only to observe the 
fsto which attended the plan advocated 
by Henry George for the nationall*ation 
of land. I 

“ The only possibility of a change in 
the general policy of civilisation lies In 
i perfecting the individual, morally and re- 
Uglonsly. Then through the development 
of the individual, through moral improve¬ 
ment, through inocculntion of real re- 
■pict for others. through hatred of 
force, cruelty and injustice will disap- 


tranominrion.)—After three months’ in¬ 
action, there is now a prospect that the 
arinies of Gen. Kouropsfkln and Field 
Marshal Oyarna will soon join in what 
may prove the greatest battle of the war. 

For some days past the Russian* hare 
been quietly massing troops on Gen.

Oka’s left, running to-day towards the 
centre. Tbe Japanese have not replied 
to the cannonade, awaiting an attack by 
the Rumians, who have been heavily 
reinforced. It is believed now that they 
have numerous divisions along the 
fthakh© river. The Japanese force has 
also been increased, and everything now 
seems ready for the greatest conflict yet 
recorded in tbe history Qf the present 
w*r. 

The move on the part of the Russian* 
seem* to indicate a desire to strike soon 
in a desperate attempt to avenge tbe fall 
of Port Arthur. Probably the revolu¬ 
tionary outbreak m Russia has determin¬ 
ed Gen. Kouropatkin to make a desper¬ 
ate effort to gain a victory before the out¬ 
break in Russia becomes known to ths 
army. The utter failure of the recant 
cavalry raid by tho Russian* on the rail¬ 
road shows the futility of further at¬ 
tempts of the kind. With the ground so 
solidly frozen troops on the advance 
would hare great difficulty in entrench- 
tag to secure the slightest cover. Tho 
advantage of the situation would bo 
entirely on the side of the army on the 
defensive. 

With the thermometer at zero, and tho 
ground covered with snow, a battle 
when fought would bo over a great plain 
where the sonfh sun can be of no ad¬ 
vantage to either side.

Mr. Fonchas saw iu> improvement in the 
situation op to last night, and reported 
bad news from Lodz and Radoni. 

It is conservatively estimated that the 
number of killed or wounded at Warsaw 
is about one hundred. 

The rioting iu Poland will large affect 
the economic situation. Factories at 
Warsaw, I»<lz. Petrokoff and other in¬ 
dustrial centre# in Poland have been 
compelled to gradually reduce their out¬ 
put and decrease their working force# 
since the outbreak of the war. which has 
almost entirely closed tho Siberian and 
Manchurian markets. The result is that 
thousands of workmen have been thrown 
out of employment for many 0 mouths 
past, furnishing a horde of hungry, dis¬ 
satisfied men. among whom the news 
from 'St. Petersburg caused an outburst 
of riotous and incendiary spirit. It is 
feared that a large proportion of the#e 
thousands may v be utilised by ,the revo¬ 
lutionary organizations in Poland, which 
is tho hotbed of socialism, and the move¬ 
ment may develop a purely political 
character, though there is no indication 
so far of any co-operation on the part of 
the intelligent elksa of the Polish popu¬ 
lation. which are averse to a revolution¬ 
ary movement. 

The Xawhiaihisen, a Liberal newspaper 
in Si. Petersburg, which ha# received a 
second warning from Governor-Gen¬ 
eral Trepoff, in a modern to tone raise#

Phot By Police.

Dear Sir:—Havlug seen au article In tho 
Issue of Breeder and Sportsmen, of San 
Francisco, written by C. A. Harrison, of 
your city. In having an annual colt race, 
open to provincial bred ones only, at your 
race meeting each fall, I would suggest that 
an application be made to the go^rument 
for a grant of $250 towards such a race. It 
would he quite un encouragement to breed*- 
cm of horses and would also be the mean* 
of Increasing the number of driving horse* 
In the province, thus uioing away with ao 
much Importing from hue other side. 1 
.think wf can breed £oq0 horses as well a* 
our American friends. 

Now that your annual fair and race* are 
proving such a *ueee*s. I think your direc¬ 
tors can safely take up this application 
wjth the provincial government for a yearly 
grant toward* a colt race. Conditions, 
etc., can. be decided upon, later on. 

With an Expenditure of about $1,000 for 
additional grand, stand, additional stalling 
accommodation, overhauling of track (turn* 
aet up a little more), yon will have a good! 
drawing card, a big Increase of entries to 
your race*, and also an increased revenue 
for grand stand and gate. etc. 

From my experience with racing. I may 
say that with good straight men at the 
helm and honest Judges In the box the pub¬ 
lic will give you good patronage.

London, an. 20.—A blue book oa Thi¬ 
betan affairs reveals friction between the 
government and Col. Younghusband c6n- 
ceming the indemnity, which was fixed 
at $3,750,000, payable in. 75 annual in¬ 
stallments. and which would have result¬ 
ed in British occupation of the Cbuinbi 
valley, for 75 years. 

Mr. Brodrick, secretary of state for 
India, telegraphed suggesting a reduction 
of $1,250,000.

Ferros, the Filijiino 
ttoatmnn at the Tunku. overheard Pala’# 
men plotting to seise a tongkang making 
its way into the river with fish and 1 rie^ 
ami then sail away to one of the island* 
of the Ruin Archipelago. Word was sent 
t’o the tongkang to put back to Lnhad 
Da-tu. a note being sent by them to the 
magistrate. On arriving at BandakffR 
Hie news was riven to the anthoritie*, 
and A. Tucker Wardrop, with a party of 
Sikhs, left for the Tunku, buf no newv 
of the expedition hnd been received at 
Sandakan when the mail left.

AT 8 LDROOM8, 77-79 DQUGLA8 ST. 


A shocking story of butchery which 
occurred at La hnd Datu, iu Borneo, some 
time ago was received by the C. P. R. 
liner Empress of Chinn from the Orient 
yesterday. It is a tale of “amok,’* the 
dreaded frenty to which natives of that 
part of the world nro peculiarly suscep¬ 
tible, and which loads the unfortunate 
afflicted to woo everything “red” and kill 
all that cross his path in blind, un¬ 
reasoning ferocity. In this case, how¬ 
ever, not one, but nineteen were over¬ 
taken by the madness ami the score of 
horrors they rolled up was nothing short 
of appalling. 

The small town of Laliad I»atu is the 
headquarters of the Da it (4 Bay Tobacco 
Co. 1’ulo Sekar is a small island about 
an hour’s sail away, and therefrom 
started one Pala, a Sulu. and eighteen 
men armed with Hie terrible )>arong. a 
heavy knife sharpened to a razor edge 
about eighteen inches long. The motive 
of the raid is to be found in the loss of 
one of Pala’s slaves, who escaped and 
found his way into the hands of the 
authorities at Lnhad Datu. In three 
canoes or prahu* thesejmen set out to 
wreak their vengeance and relieve their 
“sakit hatl." Instead of going to the 
main landing place, where they would 
have been met by police and had to leave 
their deadly weapons, as is the custom, 
they paddled to the back of the Chinese 
shops built on the wafer’s edge. Their 
lender went up to the house of the magis¬ 
trate, Mr. Lovcgrove, and while talking 
with him touching the slave, was asked 
If his men had been disarmed. ni« 
answer was not satisfactory, and the 
magistrate sent’ his clerk and a poMcc 
corporal to fcslc Pain’s men to giro up 
their arms.

The name of the chief of the Saanich 
Indians, who died last week, was not 
David, ns reported, but Peter.
